Stockpiles 

The proposal of the Canadian minister of defence 
that stockpiles of food should be established in Europe 
seems to be reasonable and likely to be advantageous 
to both buyers and sellers of the food. One thing cer¬ 
tain about war, if the world should be foolish enough 
to" drift into another one, is that the seas would al¬ 
most immediately become unsafe for shipping. The 
chances are that the Russians, who are known to be 
building submarines at a great rate, have also devised 
some new tactics for submarine attack, and before 
effective measures of defence could be prepared, there 
would be heavy losses of merchant shipping carrying 
supplies to Europe. 

The possession of stockpiles of food in the NATO 
countries would prevent their being starved into sub¬ 
mission if war were to come without warning. If the 
stockpiles were not needed, so much the better. 

From the Canadian point of view, the proposal 
seems to promise some relief from the burden of the 
wheat surplus, inasmuch as it would move the present 
Canadian stock-piles across the Atlantic. It should 
still be noted that the remedy can be used only once. 
If the Canadian taxpayer is to obtain any lasting bene¬ 
fit, removal of the surplus to Europe should be ac¬ 
companied by a policy of reduced production in Can¬ 
ada. Otherwise, possession of the wheat by Euorpean 
countries would give them a bargaining weapon usable 
to beat down the price of shipments designed for cur¬ 
rent consumption. —THE PRINTED WORD
